Aker Slayers, 
Are Executed 


El Paso, Tex., Jan. 23.— Bernardo 
and. Frederico Duran, the Mexican cat- 
tle thieyes condemned to die by the 
Carranza authorities for tho killing of 
Bert Akers at San Lorenzo, a few 
miles below the international boun- 
dary, Friday, were executed at day- 
light in the cemetery at Juarez. Sev- 
eral Americans were present. The body 
of Akers was interred here late today. 

The bodies of both Mexicans were 
buried immediately, but that of Bernardo, 
who confessed to having fired the shots 
that killed Akers, was exhumed to sat- 
isfy a doubt concerning the identity of 


Douglas Downs, an American who was 
with Akers, seeking stolen cows, and who 
was fired on by a Mexican, declared last 
night after seeing Bernardo Duran that 
the prisoner was not the man. Downs 
was at the Juarez cemetery when the 
face of the executed man was exposed 
late today and then admitted that he 
had been mistaken. 

The Duran brothers died cursing Amer- 
feans. Bernardo appealed for mercy on 
behalf of his brother Federico. 


“UNJUST TO KILL TWO.” 

It is unjust to kill two of us for one 
American,“ he said. It is giving two 
eyes for one tooth. I am willing to die, 
because I killed the Gringo, but my 
brother ought to be allowed to live.“

TURK DIVER SANK PERSIA? 


Report Comes from Berlin—Teutonic 


Admiralties Hope perenne: Will 
Settle Case. 


LONDON, Jan. 23.—An Amsterdam dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany says: 


“According to a Berlin report, the Turk- 


ish ministry of marine is about to pub- 
lish a statement to the effect that a 
Turkish submarine sank the steamer 
Persia. 


The report alleges similar statements 


are being published by the German and 
Austrian admiralties, it being hoped by 
the central powers that, such a declara- 
tion will settle the Persia question. 


This dispatch has not been confirmed 


from other sources. 


DRASTIC NOTE IS PLANNED.

FIRST ATTACK BY PLANES. 

Today’s raids were the first serious 
attack by aeroplanes which the Germans 
have made on England. The previous 
raids have been by Zeppelin dirigibles. 

The Times believes that Sunday’s aero- 
plane raids were in the natare of scout- 
ing expeditions. 

It has been noticed on provisteeeeh- 
sions,” says the Times, “ that Zeppelin 
raids often have been preceded by aero- 
plane raids, presumably aiming at an in- 
vestigation of protective measures and 
methods in the coast area.“ 

The raid comes after an interval of 
several months, during which England, 
so far 1s has been reported officially, 
was immune from air attacks. The last

The use of heavier than air machines 
in today’s attacks brings home to Eng- 
land the peril which lies in the use by 
Germans of two new types of aeroplanes

ated the new machines, 

One type of these new German aere- 
planes—the Fokker—is a small craft, op- 
erated by one man, which depends upos 
its extreme speed for its advantage. It 
is a small monoplane with an engine of 
between 100 and 150 horsepower. It is 
armed with a rapid fire gun which can 
pour a steady stream of bullets through 
the propellers, 6 

The other type, the one probably used 
today, is a dreadnaught of the Gir. It 
carries four motors, with a total horse- 
power of 700, and travels 110 miles an 
hour, The craft is armored and carries 
four machine guns and bomb throwers, 
The wings are seventy-five feet in width 
and twenty-eight feet in depth. The

AERIAL RAID ON METZ. 
PARIS, Jan. 23.—An Official statement 
issued by the ministry of war today said; 
On Jan. 23 two of our groups of aero- 
planes, comprising twenty-four ma- 
chines, bombarded the railway stations 
and barracks at Metz. One hundred 
and thirty shells were launched against 
the objects designated. The bombard- 
ing aeroplanes were escorted by two 
protecting squadrons, the pilots of 
which during the trip engaged in ten 
combate with Fokkers and Aviatiks.

What we need first of all is a more energetic and 
concentrated effort at the prevention and punishment 
of serious crimes. We are told our police force is

DANGERS IN CONGRESS. 

Quite reasonably, and for reasons which are dis- 
couraging, a feeling of perturbation is an increasing 
disturbance to Americans who have hoped that con- 
gress might put national defenses in order. 

The extent to which congressional policy may be 
inimical to national interests is yet to be disclosed, 
but congress already shows itself as existing in a 
diseased atmosphere of politics. It almost lies out- 
side the comprehension that a body of Americans 
chosen by the best process we have found for repre- 
sentation could be so indifferent to the plain needs 
of the people they represent. 

Secretary Garrison is said to be thoroughly 
alarmed, and President Wilson finds it expedient or 
necessary to make an appeal to the country, which 
he will do by speaking in a number of cities soon. 
Tun Trisune believes that even Mr. Garrison's 
plan of developing an army organization is seriously 
at fault, but if he is alarmed and fears that even it 
will mot be adopted the hostility of congress to any 
scheme of preparedness must be quite evident in 
Washington. 

It is difficult to believe that responsible men in 
congress have been so poisoned by politics that they 
will trifle With so serious a matter as national de- 
fense. However, too many men who are in position 
to control legislation make it apparent that they 
are indifferent to the military program or, worse 
still, are obstructing its progress. The fact is appar- 
ent and it is enough to cause alarm.

PEACE LOVING CHINA. 

One of the planks in a pacifist’s program of pre 
paredness propounded by Lucia Ames Mead in the 
Advocate of Peace is the neutralization of the Phil- 
ippines. The writer enumerates various benefits 
which would accrue to the world through such a 
course, the most striking of which is that it would 
greatly lessen the likelihood of militarism spreading 
through peace loving China and the sad diversion 
of its small resources from education into costly 
short lived armaments.” 

China is a vast country, inhabited by a great num- 
ber of people, and of extraordinary mineral wealth. 
Its people were ruled despotically and taught as little 
as possible. Its officials were chosen because they 
could write essays of a particularly artificial and 
difficult form. None of the resources were developed 
by the Chinese, and they killed foreigners who at- 


Except among the wealthy, who ruled with the 
help of an army of police, conditions of life were 
miserable. Flood and famine and disease were not 
combated. They were simply endured. 

And China refused to be helped. She wanted sim- 
ply to be left alone in her pacifism, such as it was— | “~ 
to go on repeating the forms of an atrophied culture 
Buk the wistech tations, Whe us Bey reruréed 
land as absolutely and inalienably owned by any 
one, whether nation or individual, but held more or 
less in trusteeship, would not let China keep on 
repeating herself. Neither humanitarianism nor 
commerce would permit it. And China, because she 
was apathetic, or peace loving, if you prefer tik 
„ 
monarſes. 
China held a belief: n go 
slong the same old way. But she was unwilling to 
support that belief effectively. The result is what 
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being gobbled up wholly by Japan. 

We cannot help thinking that perhaps the Indy 
pacifist may be right about China. Should China 
suddenly take it into her head to learn military 
science, the Japanese and the other westernized na- 
tions might be hindering in bringing the country up 
to date and in destroying the bandit gangs which 
infest certain provinces. There might actually be 
bloodshed. The processes of exploitation might be 
retarded. | 

Probably, however, the lady did not mean it that 
way. Probably she regards the apathy from which 
the Chinese ere being shaken by many jolts as a 
desirable state of existence. Progress should never 
have disturbed the Chinaman in his peaceful life. 
China should have remained in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, untroubled by such problems as sanitation and 
birth control. She should have gone on dying of 
plague and killing off superfluous infants. That the 
latter theory of life involves a negation of our higher 
civilization should not trouble her. It would have 


brought peace, at any rate. 


GOMPERS IS RIGHT. 
Everything that President Gompers of the Federa- 
tion of Labor said upon the subject of defense will 
be accepted by the advocates of preparedness. 

The elimination of the militia from, strike riot 
service is earnestly desired by all militia officers. 
The militia do not want to do this work, nor are 
they equipped to do this work. Nor does work of 
this kind fit them to be good soldiers. It is a police 
work pure and simple, needing special training, a 
great deal of tact, and a comprehension of strike 
psychology which the citizen soldier can never ac- 
quire. 

Mr. Gompers makes the point that the army 
should be entirely democratic and that laboring men 
should have the same opportunities for advancement 
as any others. These principles are unimpeachable 
and they exist in the present army. 

Cadets at West Point are named by the congress- 
men and senators and are thoroughly representative 
of the mass of the American people. Indeed, repre- 
sentatives of the wealthy are almost entirely lacking 
from their number. After the selection the students 
depend upon ability and industry to graduate from 
the academy and obtain commissions. The remain- 
ing officers of the army come first from enlisted men : 
who are able to pass the necessary examinations. 
Only where candidates from these two sources are 
not sufficient to provide the needed officers are ap- 
pointments made from civil life, and these ap- 
pointees, according to universal testimony, are the 
least efficient officers. 

Successful American soldiers have all come from 
humble beginnings. Gen. Grant’s father was a 
farmer who pitchforked his own hay. Gen. Sheridan 
was born in the steerage of an immigrant ship in 
New York harbor. Sandy Forsythe before the civil 
war was a printer in Tun Trimvone office. 
Aristocracy has never raised its head in the Amer- 
ican army. The virtues of the American army have 
been the virtues of democracy, and its vices have 
been the vices of democracy—demagogism. Polit- 
ical pull, acting often in the name of democracy, has 
brought incompetents into command and disaster and 
8 but nepotism has never shown ita 
ad. : 

America must have a trained army led by those 
men who through a long course of preparation -have 
shown their fitness to guard the nation and the lives 
under their command. 

Efficient national defense and a democracy are one. 
President Gompers of the American Federation of 
Labor is right and President White of the United 
Mine Workers of America wrong. 


MANUFACTURERS AND CHILD LABOR. 

The Manufacturers’ News, official organ of the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association, asks why con- 
gress should not pass a child labor law. 
The manufacturers, it informs us, will not put 
a straw in the way of its passage. They loudly 
disclaim all responsibility for the defeat of the ex- 
cellent bill in the last Illinois bly. They lob 
bied against certain social tion, they admit, 
but not against the child labor legislation. 3 
But the editorial rather spoils the effect of this 
confession of indifference by launching into a tirade 
against all those who are interested. See how good 
we are, it says in effect. We are not opposing this 
legislation. But those who support it are outrageous 
demagogues, and we shall not be found among them. 
In order to quiet their howlings, perhaps it would 
be well for congress to pass their silly little law. 
And to cap it all, the editorial, writer, though con- 
fessing ignorance of factory conditions in certain 
southern states, expresses doubt as to whether dan- 
gerous conditions do actually exist. 

Probably this does represent an advance in the 
thought of the manufacturers’ association. Indif- 


see how they can now call themselves virtuous. 

For the manufacturers of the country should not 
only not oppose child labor legislation; they should 
support it. If they do not want regulation formu- 
lated by doctrinaires and demagogues, they should 
study the problem themselves. They are the ones 
vitally interested. 

If this is to be the attitude of the manufacturers’ 
association toward social legislation it has learned 
less wisdom than we had hoped.

EXPLORING THE COASTS. 
[From the Washington Post.] 


removing the hidden dangers of the American 
coasts is set forth by Supt. E. Lester Jones in 
a paper read before the engineering section of 
the Pan-American congress. This work has re- 
ceived little attention, in congress or elsewhere, 
but its value can hardly be estimated. By means 
of the wire-drag process extensive areas have 
been carefully explored and rocks discovered 
whose presence had been undetected by sound- 
ings extending over many years. In Boston har- 
bor a submerged rock was found where the lead 
line showed a depth of forty-five feet but which 
was actually only twenty-three feet beneath the 
surface, and this rock lies in the very path of 
pag tse battleships of the United States navy. 

pinnacle rock higher than the Washington 
monument, with only seventeen feet of water 
over it, was found last summer in the Alaskan 
steamship lane. 

Wire dragging is somewhat expensive, the cost 
ot a party for the season being about $20,000, 
The lack of appropriations prevents rapid ex- 
\ploration of the coasts, but in spite of limited 
funds the survey has dragged 1,860 square miles 
On the Atlantic coast and 594 square miles on the 
Pacific coast and examined 5,365 shoals. Discov- 
éries are immediately noted on the charts con- 
stantly issued by the survey, and doubtless many 
costly marine disasters have been prevented. 

This is a work that should be prosecuted with 
care and diligence until all the coasts are thor- 
oughly known to navigators. The cost ts small, 
indeed, in comparison with the benefits to ship-

PERIL IN DUST. | 

HE violent rainstorm which ushered 

in the new year was looked upon 

as a blessing by some. It washed 

off the flat roofs, cleaned the pave- 

ments, and purified the air. The 

opinion was often expressed that the epi- 

demic of colds and pneumonia ' was being 

made worse by the dust. These were not 

medical opinions. They were not based 
upon scientific opinion. 

What may be construed as support for 
this opinion comes from two sources. 
Bacteriologists report that they find 
streptococe! abounding in the sputum of 
people sick with the prevailing disorder. 
Streptococel are found in street dust. As 
an ingredient of street dust they get into 
the nose, throat, and lungs, causing colds, 
sore throat, and pneumonia. 

A committee of the New York academy 
has reported on the harmful effects of 
street dust. This report was made to 
Commissioner Featherstone and is pub- 
lished in the Medical Record. The com- 
mission finds: 

„1. Numerous bactertological examina- 

tions made in this city, as well as else- 
where, how that street dust contains 
a variety of living pathogenic organisms, 
such as tubercle bacilli and various types 
of streptococci, which are recognized as 
causative agents of many respiratory and 
other diseases. 

“2. Persons free from exposure to city 
dust are less liable to suffer from respira- 
tory diseases than those so exposed. 

“3. Dust has for a long time been un- 
versally recognized as an injurious me- 
chanical irritant, and as a cause of low- 
ered bodily resistance, and one of the 
first prerequisites of public health has 
been the elimination of dust as far as pos- 
sible. 

“4. Dry sweeping should be entirely 
abandoned. An adequate system of street 
flushing ‘should be introduced in street 
cleaning procedures of our cities and ef- 
fort should be made to apply all available 
means to make the streets as free from 
dust as possible.”

— 
Among the diseases which may result 


from street dust are the following: That 


group of inflammations of the eye gener- 
ally called pink eye. There is some rea- 
son for holding that consumption is some- 
times caused by the inhalation of street 
dust. The probability is that breathing 
of air infected with tubercle bacilli from 
being sprayed by sneezing, coughing pa- 
tients ia more important as a cause of con- 


sumption than is breathing of air filled 


with street dust. 

This does not, however.“ says the com- 
mission, mean that dissemination of 
germ laden dust is unimportant as a fac- 
tor in endangering public health.“ 


On the subject of streptococci in dust 
To summarize 


they speak as follows: 
briefly it is not only the tubercle bacillus 


that is to be feared, as insisted upon by 
Prudden, but also in cities such as Nev 
York the pathogenic streptococci as well.”

NGLAND’S new postmaster gen- 
eral, the Rt. Hon Joseph Albert 
Pease, liberal member of parlia- 
ment for Rotherham, has already 
gat in previous Liberal cabinets as 

chancellor of the duchy of Lancaster and 
as minister of education. He isa younger 
son of the late Sir Joseph Pease, who was 
80 well known on this side of the Atlantic 
not only for his chieftainship of one of the 
principal banking and mercantile houses 
in England, having «xtensive business as- 
eociations with Anverica, but also as the 
head of an old Quaker family that has 
many affiliations among the Friends in 
the United States. 

Sir Joseph was cn particularly intimate 
terms with Gladstone and one of his 
strongest supporters. He came in for 
much criticism among the Quakers here 
and in Engiand for accepting a baronetcy 
from Queen Victoria, not only because 
titular distinctions are contrary to the 
spirit of Quakerism but aleo by reason of 
the fact that baronetcies specifically en- 
tail the obligation to furnish the sovereign 
with a certain number of men, fully 
armed, for service in the field, an obliga- 
tion comprised by payment of a certain 
lump sum on the registration of the pat- 
ent. This was held to be diametrically 
opposed to the principle of peace at all 
costs, which is one ofthe chief articles of 
creed of the Society of Friends. ‘ 


— 
The founder of the Pease famlly may be 


said to have been Edward Pease, the old 
Quaker father of railroads and the most 
intimate associate of George Stephenson 
in the construction of the Stockton and 
Darlington railroad, the first in England. 
His son Joseph was the founder of the now 
important industrial town of Middlebor- 
ough, as well as the first Quaker member 
of parliament, his ovjection to taking the 
oath of allegiance prior to taking his seat 
in the house of commons leading to many 
acrimonious debates in that chamber. It 
was his son and namesake in whose favor 
the Pease baronetcy was created in 1882. 
The business of the firm was an exten- 
sive one, comprising banking, coal mining, 
iron works, limestone quarries, etc., and 
its collapse in 1908 created a world-wide 
sensation. The late Sir Joseph was 
crughed thereby. Indeed, his death not 
long afterwards may be said to have re- 
sulted from his being compelled to make 
an assignment to his creditors, breaking, 
as it did, his health and his spirits. He 
left barely $60,000. But his two sons, the 
present baronet, Sir Alfred Pease, and 
Joseph, the new. postmaster general, may 
be said to have to a great extent restored 
the shattered fortunes of the family and 


are now well off. 


— 
The postmaster general is married to the 
only daughter of the late Gen. Sir Henry 
Havelock Allan, V. C., and has a fine 


country seat, known as Headlam hall, 


near Darlington, in County Durham, while 
his elder brother, the baronet, Sir Alfred 
Pease, divides his time between Pinchin- 

thrope, his country seat in Yorkshire, and 
his huge and widely known Kilima ranch 
in British East Africa. He has several 
grown up children by his first wife, a 
daughter of the late Sir Robert N. Fowler, 
and is now married to a French lady, 
Laure de Sugnet de Montmagny. 

His ranch in British East Africa extends 
over seme fifteen or twenty thousand 
acres, and, while a portion of it is devoted 
to ostrich farming, the greater part its 
maintained asa preserve, literally swarm- 
ing with game. It was there that he en- 
tertained. ex~President Roosevelt on the 
occasion of the latter trip to Africa, and 
certainly no visiting sportetran could wish

Baron Denys Cochin has been referred 
to in print as the only member of the 
present cabinet in France who can boast 
of a nobiliary title. This ts not quite 
correct. For the senior member of the 
administration is Charles de Freycinet, 
dean of the senate, in which he has sat 
without interruption since 1876, that is tc 
say, for just forty years. His full name 
is Baron Charles Louis de Saulses de 
Freycinet, and he was born as far back 
as in the reign of Charles X. and is now 
88 years of age. He is the head of an old 
Dauphine family. 

His grandfather, Baron Louis de Frey- 
cinet, was an admiral of the French navy 
in the reign of Louis XVI., while his 
uncle, Capt. Louis Claude de Freycinet 
of the French navy achieved world-wide 
fame as a geographer, having to his rec- 
ord a wide scientific survey of the south- 
ern seas. So it happens that in western 
Australia, due south of Java, there ig 
a Freycinet harbor; while in botany a 
genus of pandamus [or screw pine] bears 
the name of Freycinet. 

As for Baron Charles de Freycinet, 
minister of state in the present adminic- 
tration, after graduating from the Ecole 
Polytechnique in 1848, he became a gov- 
ernment mining engineer, then passed to 
railroad work, became known as a rail- 
road expert and for several years man- 
aged with great success the Southern 
railroad of France. In the war of 1870 
he became the principal colleague of 
Gambetta in the organization of the de- 
fenses of the nation after the defeat of 
Sedan, and from 1876, when he joined 
the senate, until now has been repeatedly 
in office, having held the premiership on 
at least five occasions, while the num- 


der of cabinets in which he has figured 


is past counting.

Imperial Russian Consulate, Chicago, 
Jan. 21.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ]—I have 
read an article in THE TRIBUNE written 
by Mr. Jacob Levin. I must once more 


contradict the writer’s statement about 
Mme. Kouznetzoff. She was born, not in 


a village, but in Odessa, of Russian 
Greek-orthodox parents. Her father is 
Nicholas Kouznetzoff, the Russian paint- 
er and member of the Imperial Academy 
of Arts. Her grandfather was a very 
well known general in the military circles 
of Russia, and her uncle, living in Paris 
up to the present time, is Prof. Mechni- 
koff, at the head of the Pasteur insti- 
tute. It is also untrue that she was a 
playmate of the Russian violinist, Mischa 
Elman, Mme. Kouznetzoff having met 
him for the first time in this city. I un- 
derstand quite well that Mr. Levin would 
like our Russian prima donna, who has 
made such a splendid success in Chicago, 
to be considered as belonging to the ranks 
of his own people, which is only natural. 
I am sorry to diskppoint Mr. Levin in this 
respect, but is impossible for me to 
change Mme. Kouznetzoff’s religion. 

I simply wish to correct the statement 
of Mr. Levin. As far as Iam concerned, I 
do not make any distinction between 
Christian and Jew, and admit quite 
frankly that this race is one of the most 
gifted for music. I would admire and 
appreciate the wonderful ability of Mme. 
Kouznetzoff just as much if she were of 
that race. 

I would not enter into any argument 
with Mr, Levin about conditions in Rus- 
sia. I only wish that more Americans 
could visit my country and form their 
own opinions. I feel certain their com- 
ments would be more favorable and im- 
partial than those made by Mr. Levin.

LEIPZIG SEAT OF 
GERMAN CULTURE 


Goethe, Gottsched, and lan. 
precht Honored by Students 
a History and Art,

LEIPZIG, Germany, Dec. 26.—We passed 
through more ors and courts and 
streets and climbed more stairways, until 
at last we entered one of the older build- 
ings of the university. *

schichte in University street. 

This institution is not only one of the 
most vital forces in scholarship, but it is 


a monument to its founder and developer, 
the late Karl Lamprecht. The Saxon In- 


stitute for Culture and Universal History |

Death at 58 Years. 

Lamprecht died a year ago at the age 
of 58. He had a. fascinating conception

What interested him was not names and 
chrondlogies but how the peoples of the 
earth were born, how they lived and loved, 
how.they married and were given in mar- 
riage, how they worked and made laws, 
how they built and how they dressed, how 
they spoke and studied and wrote, how 
they played and how they died. 
Facts interested him preéminently—the 
large facts of existence in their connec- 
tions, relations, and differences. 

In brief, not the history of events but. 
the history of conditions was his chief 


task. * 
Studies Dealt with Masses. 

Prof. Laniprecht's system of investiga- 
tion and of teaching involved the accumu-

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lation and the consideration of gigantic 
masses of minutie, but the use to which 
those details were put was the attain- 
ment of just and spacious conélusions in 
the vast fields of human existence, human 
thought, and human aspiration;

That scheme 
was overwhelming in its compreliensive- 
ness, and the view Lobtained of the ma- 
terial, equipment of charts, manuscripts, 
and printed volumes was staggering. —

periods of the progress of the race 
culture and economics, and the scores

Jo G. Loomis, star of the Chicago Ath- 
letic association track team, and Joie 
Ray, Illinois Athletic club crack, will de- 
fend their national titles in a three weeks’ 
invasion of the east. Loomis, who holds 
the 100 yard daeh, low hurdies, and high 
jump championships, will leave for New 
York at 10 o’clock this morning. He will 
compete in four invitation meets in New 
York and Boston. Ray, National A. A. U. 
mile champion, will leave next week to 
meet the picked distance men in three 
invitation games. 
Each star will go as the sole representa- 
tive of his club to defend the honors won 
at San Francisco last summer. Loomis 
Will race Homer Drew, the fleet Negro 
sprinter from the University of Southern 
Cahfornia, with several :09 4-5 marks in 
the century to his credit. Drew probably 
will race the Chicago champion in every 
one of the four big meeta 

Myers to Meet Loomis, ; 
wa Myers, pride of the New Tork 
Irish-American A. C., and pick of sea- 
board sprinters, also will be pitted 
against the lanky Cherry Circle perform- 
er in several or all races. In addition to 
this stiff competition in sprints of varying 
distances, Loomis will meet the best east- 
erners in the hurdles and high jump in 
each meet. He will take part in three 
meets in one week. This will make the 
-heaviest schedule ever prepared for a 
track man, it is believed. 

Ray will have a program a little less dif- 
ficult. Norman S. Taber, former Brown 
university track captain and at present 
holder of tne world’s mile record, and 
Al Kiviat, the New York star, will both 
be out of competition, the former be- 
cause he is not competing this year and 
the latter because he has been expelled 
by the A. A. U. as a professional. These 
two were regarded as the best distance 


runners of the eastern states.

JOHN LINDERHOLM, pioneer and for 
many years a member of the Chicago 
board of trade, died yesterday at his 
residence, 1966 North Park avenue He 
was 74 years old. Mr. Linderholm was 
born in Sweden and came to the United | 
States with his parents in 1847. 

In 1891 Mr. Linderholm came to Chicago 
and took over the business of Robert 
Lindblom & Co., commission merchants 
om the board of trade.
